Scientific study of 
its contents shows that it contains 
progei'ties similar to cocaine and 
morphine and that as a result its 
elfects must be and are detriment 
al to the welfare of those who par- 
take of it, the same as whisky or 
other injurious articles. For this 
reason the office has done every- 
thing within its powmr to suppress 
its use. It is not for the purpose 
of interfering with the form of 
your religion, but for your pro- 
tection that the- office is opposed (o 
the use of peyote. 

*Tn view of these fads we can- 
not consent to the free use of ihis 
article and have instructed our 
Superintendents to do everything 
possible toward reducing and 
eliminating the use of this article 
among the Indians.’"
